Predictably, most people loved it 
'• In Twin Falls this year, the attor- 
ney general's offico is warning gas 
stations that their prices may be too 
fow. 

Too low? Yes, too low — as in not 
high onou^. 


Few people are expected to love 
this one. 

"I suspect that some people aren't 
happy, but the law is the law," .said 
Idaho Attorney General <T)m Jones. 
"As long as it's on the books, somb- 
one should bring it to their attentioa 

"I would prefer to. enforce only 
happy laws, but that's not my job." 

The "unhappy" law at issue is the 
Unfair Sales Act. a Depression-e.ra 
statute that sets minimum markups 
for wholesalers, retailers and direct 
sellers. In Twin Falls' volatile gas 


market — where prices often slide 
under the statewide average by 
more than a dime a gallon — 0^ 
statute has fueled a most uncivil 


Some gas retailers say the area's 
incessant price slashing makes com- 
petition impossible. Others say that's 
the way the frce-entcrprisc system 
works. 

Bctvrcen Oct. 26 and Nov. 1, five 
area gas stations wrote the attemey 
general's 'offlco~complaiiuog that 
certain competitors were setting 


prices imder the legal margin. A 
wMk later. Deputy A^rney General 
Catherine King sent duplicate lettere 
to six of those competitors, informing 
them of the allegations' and asking 
them to review their pricing policies. 

The attorney general'e oITice acted 
similarly in March, when a Twin 
Falls gas war drove prices for self- 
serve regular and u^eaded gas to 
76.9 cents per pllon. After the offlee 
blanketed the iaarket wfth 'waming 
letters, stations jacked their prices; 
back up to 82.9 cents. 



According to the Unfair Sales Act, 
Uw minimum price retailers must 
charge is their' wholesale costs plus 
frei^ costs plus 6 percent For ex- 
ample, if a gas station bou^t gas 
wholesale for 96 cents a gallon and 
incurred freight costs of 2 cents a 
gallon, it would have to charge at 
leasts.

The attorney general's letter 
states that selling gas below this 
roar^ 'is a serious matter that can 
have a destructive impact on a com- 
petitive and free maTketplacc." 

But that's contradictory, says 
William "Pete" Peters, manager of 
Pox Fire Petroleum. ‘ . 

. "It> not a competitive and free 
marketplace if I have to make a 6 
percent profit on gas," said Peters, 
whose station was among the rix 
warned. "How the hell is that a free 
marketplace? That's price ftxing.” 

" Letters sent to the attorney gener- 
al's oTice complained that some sta- 
tions were selling gas near, at, or 
even below cost. Several included re- 
ceipts to Bubstantiete the chajgp^t, 

l^n Black, of Black Petroleum 
Co., labeled the situation "continual 
chaos.*

Twenty-five years ago on TVioaday - Nov. 22, 1963 - an as- 
sassin’s bullet killed President John F. Kennedy as he rode 
in a Dallas motorcade. 

It woB a shot that ended our post-war innocehce ond ush- 
ered in a generation of both search and loss. Much has hap- 
pened in America in those 25 years. Consider the following; 

• — A renewed commitment to civil rights and its backlash, 
symbolized this year by a block prisoner named Willie Hor- 
ton; 

— A failed war in Wietnam whose reverberations have 
echoed through every community in the land; 

— The corrupt presidency which ended with Watergate, 
then a foiled presidency of Carter, a “don't worry, be happy" 
presidency which is now ending, and the coming deluge of 
deficit which threatens to overwhelm George Bush even be- 
fore he begins. 

The Dallas assassination robbed us all of Kennedy’s 
promise and of his likely failures. 

Still, it is easy to imagine that, had he lived, the country 
might have been closer in fact to the “kinder, gentler nation" 
Bush now claims he will lead us toward. 

That is not to say Kennedy was perfect. We all know he 
was a man of large appetites; his dalliances have been wide- 
ly reported. 

But for the three years he was in office, Kennedy seemed 
to give the notion a steady sense of self-assurance and poise. 
~Ho Bct a vision-fora time-ofcommitment-and-dodicatioa..^— 

In his best remembered phrase, he asked us to look for 

• what wo amid do for our country, not what it could do for us.- 
That is surely b higher calling than “make my day" or “read 
my lips." 

Except on the West Coast, Kennedy’s support was never 
particularly strong in the region; he was, after all, a Demo- 
crat ond o New Englander, and that mode him in some sense

The decision, which had been ex- 
pected, comes after two days of dis- 
-cussions-bolwcen mid-level .negotia-- 
tors from both sides. Although the 
White House .technically still could 
reverse the ruling by the U.S, TVadc 
Representative's office, U.S. officials 
said they believe it will remoin in- 
tact. 

The sanctions, in the form of 100

Prosecutor

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Iran- 
Contra prosecutor aigued Saturday 
that slightly diiTcring views on con- 
gressional power should not cloud 
the central issues of lying and deceit 
in the criminal case against Oliver 
L. North. 

— Independent— Counsel— La wrence- 
Walsh said a Justice Department 
brief filed Friday in U.S. District 
Court did not go to the heart of his 
case against North and focused on 
side issues — constitutional law and 
the separation of powers. 

The Justice Department, in its 
fricnd-of-the-court brief, argued that 
the case arose "in the context of a 
— policydispute-betwoen-the-oxccutivc- 


tion and other provisioDB of'tho ini- 
tiative approved by voters two days 
earlier. . 

While the court has ofien been 
sympathetic to business concerns, it 
also advocates judicial restraint, 
which generally indudes deferring to 
voters. 

Insurers are challenging many 
provisions of the measure, an initia- 
tive sponsored by consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader that was the only one 
of five insurance-related measures to 
win voter approval Nov. 8. 

Proposition 103 requires that- 
rates for motor vehicle, homeowner 
and other property and casualty in- 
surance be rofled back to November 
1987 levels and then reduced 20 per- . 
cent and frozen till November 1989. 

Starting in November 1989, the 
measure requires the state insur- 
ance commissioner to approve all 
rate increases.

Boden, a 
Twin Falls resident, says the various owners 
of tho store, two of her supervisors and the 
United Food and Commercial Workers Union 
violated Idaho human rights lows. 

"Oh, bulls—," said Andrew Anderson, tho 
store’s current - owner and - a defendant, 
"That’s a lie."

’ Boden and her husband, Jimmy Ross Bo- 
den, didn't specify a dollar amount for dam- 
ages. The lawsuit says she has suffered de- 
pression, , fear and nervousness leading to 
sleepless nights and nausea. 

Defendants are Sofewny Stores; SEG 
Stores Inc., which operoted under the name 
of Farmer Jock's at the location; Borman Ac- 
quisition Corp., which was affiliated with 
Farmcr-JadcsTthc-Unitcd-Food-and-Gom-- 
mcrcial Workers Union Local 7, 368A ond 
711; Jerry Auten, Boden's supervisor; and 
Anderson. 

The lawsuit alleges: 


• Auten made "sexually oriented" state- 
ments to Boden and other female employees. 
Some of the statements Auten made were in 
the prc.scnco of Anderson, who didn't try to 
stop Auten. 

• Auten and Anderson were good friends, 
and complaining to Anderson about Auten's 
behavior wos of "little use." Because Auten 
was the union shop foreman, Boden couldn't 
use the union's grievance system. 

• Auten's behavior escalated over time 
"from sexual advances and innuqndo.s to ver- 
bal abuse of a clearly sexual nature." The

Higher speed limit didn't lead to 
kore deaths, recent study shows

Amick said Idaho departed from a 
national trend, which shows the 
number of fatalitic.s increases with 
the speed limit. 

Ho attributed Idaho's good record 
partly to safe design of the freeways. 
I^ho interstates were designed for 
traffic moving 70 mph.

Well, un- 
less you've got a 30-pound bird and 
arc going to cat at noon, that sce- 
nario isn't necessary anymore. 

The recommended timetables for 
cooking turkeys both stuffed and un- 
stuffed is as follows:

This is a general rule of thumb. 
Using a moat thermometer. I've 
never cooked a turkey os long as tho 
minimum time given. I don't know if 
our altitude or new breeding of 
turkeys or what causes it, but every 
year the turkey is done faster than I 
counted on. 

Yes, it's perfectly possible to cook 
your turkey in the microwave, in an- 
oven-cooking bag, or oven on your 
charcoal grill. 

The beat bet on how to do each of 
these is found in the manufacturer's 
instruction book that came with the 
utensils or appliance. 


There are some bags on the mar- 
ket that will hold your stuffing inside 
the bird. Then you can pull it out und 
servo it without a lot of mess. It's 
also good for getting every bit of 
stuffing nut so bacteria doesn'tgrow. 
— You can actually do this yourself — 
using lengths of cheesecloth to first 
line the cavities and then filling with 
stuffing. Tie the ends of the cheese- - 
cloth with some string, trim off ex- 
cess cheesecloth and finish trussing 
the turkey. 

Remember, don t keep the carcass 
-too longin— ~irn-frigcrotor;-If-y(Ht- 
havcitha, mind for more 
than two d." --s, cut it up and freeze 
tho leftovers.

Reheat tho sliced meat with a little 
~broth or gravyin the microwave. 

But remember the quality of the 
cooked bird declines tho longer it is 
out of the oven. The best thing to do 
is to have your daughter make the 
turkey and you bring the pies and 
other fixingB. 

Q: Can I cook the torkayins cov- 

erodroaster? 

A: Covered roasting shortens 
cooking because you arc cooking by 
moist hoot from l^o steam that is 
generated. Because the temperature 
of the steam is hotter than the oven 
temperature, the cooking time 
should be reduced. For proper roast- 
ing, consult the time schedule that 
comes with your turkey. The turkey 
will not have quite as an attractive 
an appearance using this moist cook- 
ing method. 

Q: Can I use the microwavo oven 
-- to partially cook the turkey? 

A: Using a microwave to cook 
your turkey is a little too tricky to 
' experiment with on Thanksgiving. 

You can wind up with an overcooked 
bird because it is hard to tell when 
the bird stops thawing and starts 
cooking. Even though a microwave 
shortens cooking time, you have 
more work to do because you will be 
turning and repositioning the turkey. 
Cooking in the oven is still the rec- 
ommended method. 

Q: How can I be sure mytuikeyia 
done? Myovco acta crazy. Ithink 
the calibration is off, but I can't re- 
membor to get it checked. 

A: The turkey should be cooked 
until a meat thermometer (inserted 
into the thigh but not touching the 
bone) reaches IflO to 165 degrees, 
When done, the thigh meat feels soft 
when pressed between the thumb 
and forefinger. The juices should nin 
clear when the thigh is pierced with 
a fork. Ovens can ^ off calibration 
as much as 75 degrees and this can 
alToct the roasting time as much os 
nnhnurnnd one-half. 

Q; If I cook my turkey breast side 
down, will it bo juirior? 

A: Before turkeys wore deep-bast- 
ed, the advantago was to retain the 
moisture in the white moat. Since 
the advent of the doop-basted lurkoy, 
this practice is not necessary. 

Q; Our tuikoy last year was too 
dry. I followed the cookiiig inatruc- 
tio ns. And som etimBB tho turke y gets 


too stringy. What could I have done 
wrong? 

A: The most common reason for a 
dry bird is roasting too long in too 
hot an oven. Another problem could 
be failure to shield the breast meat 
with a piece of fiyh Turkey moat, es- 
pecially the white meat, will tend to 
shred when the turkey is taken di- 
rectly from the oven and carved. Let 
the turkey rest 20 minutes so the 
juices can set and the bird will be 
easier to carve. 

The following ore questions fre- 
quently asked of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Meat and 
Poultry hotline, whose number is 
(800).535-15K. 

Q: I don't know how far in ad* 
vanco to buy a fresh turkey. I don't 
want to have to wait until the laat 
minute. What do I do? 

A: If you are buying your fresh- 
killed turkey directly from a farm or 
processor, you may have two or 
three days before Uic bird begins to 
spoil, But the unfrozen turkeys in the 
supermarkets have already spent 
time in the distribution channels and 
should be bought no more than a day 


or two before you are ready to cook. 
Turkeys bought too far in advonce 
may spoil in your refrigerator. If 
your schedule requires advance pur- 
chase, stick with a frozen bird. 

Q; My friend always stuffs her 
turkey the night before to save time. 
Isitaafe? 

A; Prestuffing is not recommend- 
ed. A whole prestuffed chicken or 
turkey may subject tho diners to 
Staphylococcus aureus, a large 
group of bacteria linked to food poi- 
soning and spread through a sneeze, 
open wound or even a pimple. The 
contamination allows toxin-s, which 
arc highly resistant to heal and cold, 
to grow in the food, It takes a long 
time for the temperature inside the 
bird to gel high enough to kill the 
staph. 

You can save time by preparing 
the dry ingredients the day before. 
Cover tightly and store at room tern- 
poraturc, Tte perishables (butter or 
margarine, mushrooms, oysters, 
cooked celery and onions, broth) 
should bo rerrigernted and combined 
with the dry ingredients right before 
stuffing.

INHERITED DISORDERS 


QUESTION: W« hav* 
been doing some research 
before acquiring a dog for 
a family pot. We would like 
to know which breeds 
have the fewest health 
problems. 

ANSWER: If your heart is 
set on a certain fype of dog, 
you don't necessarily have to 
switch breeds lo.avoid potential 
problems. Though a certain 
breed might have a ’tendency’ 
to develop a particular 
condition, the chances of It 
happening might only be one in 


many thousands. 

Besides, many of these 
Inherited disorders appear at 
birth or soon after and an 
examination of the animal may 
be able to detect these. It is not 
unreasonable, therefore, for 
you to request 48 hours in 
which to have the animal 
examined by a veterinarian 
before the sale is final.

A decode has passed since the House Se- 
lect Committee on Assassinations ended its

the public. 

"What we're talking about is the records 
of our political history — two 'of the most 
important events of the 20th century," said 
Kevin Walsh, a former committee aide who 
has led a small group of private Kennedy 
rescarchors in the fight to open the records.

Most of the work conducted by the War-
